Bomb Threat 


Reported 


LONDON (U P I)-T h e Roy­ 


al Air Force said Thursday it 
was flying four frogmen to 
the Cunard Liner QE2 in mid- 
Atlantic 
following 
reports 
from the ship bombs would be 
exploded aboard if ransom 
were not paid. 
Cunard’s London office said 
a call was placed to their 
New York office threatening 
the ship with 1,000 passengers 
aboard en route from New 
York to Southampton. 
The RAF said it had sent a 
Hercules 
aircraft 
with 
the 
four frogmen aboard to the 
liner and that they were ex­ 
pected to arrive about 8:30 
p.m. (3:30 p.m. EDT). 
Cunard said the telephone 
call threatened that bombs 
"already placed on board the 
vessel” would be set off if "a 
certain sum of money” was 
not paid. 
The RAF said the frogmen 
will be dropped into the At­ 
lantic near the vessel around 
46 degrees north latitude and 
34 
degrees 
west 
longitude, 
just north of the Azores Is­ 
lands in mid-Atlantic. 
Boats from QE2 will then 
pick them up. They will im* 
m e d i a t e l y join the crew 
searching for bombs. All four 
are bomb disposal experts, 
the RAF said. 
The QE2 left New York 
Monday 
and 
was 
due 
in 
Cherbourg, France, Saturday 
and Southampton Sunday. 


Attempts to reach QE2 by 
telephone and Telex proved 
fruitless. Post Office author­ 
ities said simply the vessel 
"is accepting no calls at pre­ 
sent.”

ceived a call shortly after 2 
p.m. Wednesday from a man 
who stated he was holding 
M arjorie Minear, 50, wife of 
bank m anager Glenn Minear, 
57. 


T h e kidnaper demanded 
$50,000 in cash for her safe 
return. 
Wedel called authorities and 
then followed the kidnaper’s 
instructions. 


The money was delivered to 
a site two miles west of U.S. 
99 
near 
Seventh 
Standard 
Road, about five miles north 
of here. 


Wedel 
then 
returned 
to 
Bakersfield to await a phone 
call as instructed. 
The person or persons who 
retrieved the money managed 
to elude deputies and FBI 
agents in a sheriff’s helicop­ 
ter circling the pickup area at 
a considerable distance. No 
vehicle was seen at the site. 
At 7 p.m. Wedel received a 
call telling him that the mo­ 
ney had been picked up and

that Mrs. Minear could be 
found in an orange grove in a 
large crate near the Famosa 
Drag Strip about 20 miles 
north of Bakersfield.

Pressured by angry consumers 


and a worried industry, the 


Food and Drug Administration 


(FDA) has promised a stepped- 


up program against filth in the 
nation's 60,000 food plants. 


In contrast with past assur­ 
ances that purity of the U.S. 
food supply was continually 
improving, FDA Commissio­ 
ner Charles C. Edwards ack­ 
nowledged Wednesday "there 
has been a general decline in 
the food industry’s sanitation 
practices.” 


Edwards’ 
statemeni 
fol­ 
lowed a widely publicized re­ 
port by the General Account­ 
ing Office (GAO), Congress’s 
f i s c a l 
investigative 
arm , 
which concluded that 40 per 
cent of food processing plants 
are unsanitary. 


E d w a r d s pledged more 
frequent inspections and toug­ 
her action against violators, 
both methods 
recommended 
by the GAO. But the official 
who must carry out the pro­ 
gram , Dr. Virgil O. Wodicka, 
director of the FDA Bureau 
of Foods, said the agency is 
not >et equipped to do the 
job. 


"We can’t do an awful lot 
of inspecting without inspec­ 
tors,’’ Wodicka told UPI. The 
FDA has 210 inspectors for 
60,000 food plants, and Ed­ 
wards has acknowledged that 
a typical plant is inspected 
only once every five to seven 
years. 


Edwards’ 
promise 
antici­ 
pated congressional passage 
of an extra $8 million appro­ 
priation that would enable the 
hiring of 300 more inspectors. 
Differing versions of the ap­ 
propriation were passed by 
the House and Senate, and a 
compromise awaits final ac­ 
tion by both houses. 


With the extra inspectors, 
Wodicka said, the FDA could 
inspect 
plants 
once 
every 
three years. "It may not be 
sufficient but it’s about all we 
can do in one year," Wodicka 
said of the increase. 


The FDA long has been 
criticized by consumer groups 
as too small and sometimes 
too soft. Within the past year, 
food industry leaders have ex­ 
pressed concern that reports 
of contamination and lax re­ 
gulation 
might 
sour 
public 
confidence in their products.

Odds Against 


Walking Again 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (UPI) 
— 
Less 
than 
three 
days 
after being critically woimded 
and 
partially 
paralyzed 
by 
gunshots, George C. Wallace 
has started receiving physical 
therapy treatm ents, 
it 
was 
disclosed today. 
A statem ent issued by Holy 
Cross Hospital, where Wal­ 
lace was rushed after the as­ 
sassination attem pt 
Monday 
a f t e r n o o n in a Maryland 
shopping center just outside 
Washington, gave no details 
of the therapy — presumably 
designed to see if he can re­ 
gain movement in his legs. 


A key doctor in his case 
conceded Wednesday the odds 
are better than 50-50 he will 
not walk again. 


The hospital said Wallace 
registered what it described 
as “ mild to moderate” tem- 
p e r a t u r e rise during the 
night, 
and 
an 
increase 
in 
pulse rate. His tem perature 
hit 102 at one time —consid­ 
ered fairly high for an adult 
—but the hospital said both 
increases were usual in the 
post-operative period. 
Wallace underwent a long 
operation 
for 
his 
multiple 
wounds Monday night. He has 
been 
paralyzed 
from 
the 
waist down from one bullet 
that damaged the spinal co­ 
lumn and there has been no 
sensation of feeling since then 
—a negative sign. 


Hospital spokesmen refused 
to answer any questions about 
a 
four-paragraph 
statement 
issued shortly after 8:30 a.m. 
EDT on Wallace’s condition. 
There was only passing men­ 
tion of the therapy, with no 
details. 


It said: "Gov. Wallace has 
been in consultation with a 
psychiatrist 
and 
physical 
therapy has been instituted.” 
A psychiatrist is a doctor 
w h o 
specializes 
in 
phys­ 
iotherapy, which is defined as 
treatm ent of disease or bodily 
weaknesses 
or 
defects 
by 
such remedies as 
massage 
and gymnastics as opposed to 
drugs. 
Presumably, the therapy on 
Wallace consists largely of 
m a s s a g i n g the paralyzed 
parts of his body. 
The hospital statem ent said 
Wallace’s 
tem perature 
had 
been lowered this morning to 
101.4 by "aspirin-like medica­ 
tion.” It said his pulse also 
increased, although no figures 
were given.

The carrier USS Ticonde- 
roga sailed Wednesday from

000 to 5,000 crewmen their 
first break in 41 days. This 
left four attack carriers in 
operation.

No-Fault Insurance 
Claremont Attorney 


Opposes Reagan Plan 


CLAREMONT - Gov. Ro­ 
nald Reagan today unveiled 
his version of a "desirable” 
modified no-fault automobile 
insurance 
plan 
and 
imme­ 
diately ran into opposition by 
the California Trial Lawyers 
Association. 
Herbert 
Hafif, 
Claremont 
attorney and president of the 
association, accused the gover­ 
nor of “ representing the inter­ 
ests of the insurance compan­ 
ies rather than of the public,” 
and called Reagan’s plan an­ 
other "promotion for special 
interest groups.” 
Under the no-fault plan, the 
driver would be paid by his 
insurance company for losses 
and injuries he suffered in an 
accident regardless of 
who 
was at fault. 
The 
governor 
anticipated 
that because of the resultant 
reduction in court suits, insur­ 
ance costs would go down and 
"no-fault insurance should of­ 
fer the prospects of reduced 
rates in prem ium s for the av­ 
erage citizen.” ,. 
But 
Hafif 
disagreed. 
He charged that 
the governor "knows full well 
that 
independent 
actuaries 
e m p l o y e d by the Senate 
judiciary com mittee have cal­ 
culated the cost of all of the 
no-faull pioposals pending in 


the state legislature at 19 to 
57 per cent higher than the 
present costs.” 
He estimated that the gov 
ernor’s plan would increase 
insurance cost in California 
by $100 million a year and 
"would give added protection 
only to drunken and negligent 
drivers.” 
"His suggestion for no-fault 
insurance, with the term s he 
outlined, "Hafif declared, "is 
like taking a bath without 
soap.” 
Reagun released the outline 
of his proposal after a meet- 
i n g 
with 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
lawm akers, 
all 
authors of no-fault bills. 
The governor’s proposal in­ 
cluded: 
— Total benefits of $5,000 
including 
medical 
expenses 
and covering a net wage loss 
of up to $750 a month for one 
year. 
— $1,000 funeral and survi­ 
vor expense benefits. 
—"Only those persons who 
suffer more serious accidents 
— where their medical ex­ 
penses exceed $1,000 — should 
be allowed to recover further 
damages in court.” 
—Enrollment in a no-fault

were being sold illicitly be­ 
cause m anufacturers 
“ over­ 
produce” them and do i:ttle 
to control their sale. 
Vast quantities, Busch s a il 
are shipped to questionable 
addresses in Mexico anc are 
s m u g g l e d back into this 
country as “ Mexican reds” 
—for about 50 cents per cap­ 
sule. 
B u s c h said barbiturates 
now are the “ growth drug" in 
illicit traffic, with seizures by 
California 
law 
enforcement 
officials having risen 2000 per 
cent in the past five years. 
Los Angeles, he said, is 
know as “the barb capital of 
t h e 
nation" 
among 
drug 
users. 
Displaying 
a 
kosher 
dill 
pickle jar filled with some 4,- 
000 red capsules seized by 
law 
enforcement 
oflicers, 
Busch said many were clearly 
from legitim ate manufactur­ 
ers.

The California emission control regulations already are strict­ 
er than those in the rest of the nation. Presently, prototypes 
ot new models are rested.

U.S. Judge Rules ITT 
Donation Not Illegal

Corrupt 
Practices Act. 
The act forbids corporations 
to m a k e p o l i t i c a l con­ 
tributions to federal election 
campaigns and conventions. 
ITT countered that it did 
not contribute the money to a 
political campaign, but gave 
the money to a San Diego civ­ 
ic group to help attract a big 
convention, a legitimate busi­ 
ness 
expense 
to 
promote 
bookings for three ITT-owned 
hotels in San Diego. 


Lawyers for ITT also ar­ 
gued that Brown was not en 
titled to sue under the provi­ 
sions of the Corrupt Practices 
Act, a criminal law. 
Kelleher issued

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Reagan Proposes Tax Relief, School Finance Plan 
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SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Assembly Speaker Bob Mo- 
retti says Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan’s $1.3 billion tax shift and 
s c h o o l 
finance 
plan 
is 
oriented toward big business 
and does “ very little” for 
homeowner relief. 
“That’s the kind of thing 
we’ve been trying to stop,” 
said Moretti, whose own tax 
bill was up for a crucial As­ 
sembly floor vote late today. 
The 
Republican governor 
unveiled his program Wednes­ 
day and said it would save 
$78 a year in taxes for the av­ 
erage homeowner with a fam­ 
ily of four and an adjusted 
gross income of $15,000. The 
same family renting a home 
would pay $1 more. 
Moretti, whose tax program 
would total $931 million in its 
first year of implementation 
and $1.4 billion next year, 
said Reagan’s proposal as un­ 
fair. 


Computer Firm 


Competition 


Slows Savings 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -A 
Reagan 
administration 
bill 
designed to save taxpayers 
$185 million by consolidating 
state computer services has 
bogged down because of in­ 
dustry opposition. 
Representatives 
of 
some 
computer firms objected to 
the measure bzcause it did 
not provide for competitive 
b i d d i n g during the con­ 
solidation. 
Lee Smith, head of elec­ 
tronic data processing for the 
state, told newsmen there 
was nothing in the bill for­ 
bidding bids on replacement 
of major computer equip­ 
ment 
But representatives of Uni- 
vac and Honeywell Informa­ 
tion Systems hinted that the 
measure would give IBM an 
unfair competitive edge. 


“ It is too little, it is too 
late,” he told reporters. “ It 
has been presented in a very 
dishonest fashion.” 
He said he had “ commit­ 
ments” from 15 Republican 
assemblymen to vote for his 
bill, which needs at least 54 
for passage to the Senate. He 
forecast 
approval 
provided 
the Republicans did not take 
a caucus position which would 
unite them against the bill. 
‘Good Alternative’ 
Republican Caucus Chair­ 
man John Stull of Leucadia 
said he favored seeking a 
united GOP front in opposi­ 
tion to Moretti’s plan because 
R e a g a n had presented a 
“good, viable alternative.” 
Six of Moretti's co-authors 
are Republicans and a caucus 
stance against the measure 
would put them in the posi­ 
tion of voting against their 
own bill. 
“ Seventy per cent of the 


property tax relief suggested 
by the governor will go to 
business and commercial in­ 
terests of this state,” Moretti 
said. “ By and large, this 
package does very little for 
homeowners.” 
Reagan’s program, he said, 
would 
provide such major 
businesses as Pacific Tele­ 
phone with $10 million in tax 
relief and Southern Pacific 
with $3.4 million. His bill 
would give them no relief. 
Like Moretti’s, the gover­ 
nor’s plan calls for one-cent 
increase 
in 
the 
statewide 
sales tax to six-cents on the 
dollar. (It would be 6 1-2 
cents in the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District counties). 
Same Income Tax 
The governor’s plan, which 
unlike Moretti’ sfeatures no 
income tax increase, would 
boost cigarette taxes a nickel- 
per-pack to 15 cents; liquor 
taxes by 50 cents a gallon to 


$2.50; bank and corporation 
levies from 7.6 to 9 per cent; 
and 
motor 
vehicle 
in-lieu 
taxes from 2 to 2.85 per cent 
of market value. 
Under “ ironclad” spending 
controls proposed by Reagan, 
local government agencies, 
would be prohibited from in­ 
creasing taxes once relief had 
been granted without voter 
approval. 
School districts, additional­ 
ly, could not increase their 
taxes for two years. 
R e a g a n said his plan, 
aimed at coming to grips with 
the state Supreme Court deci­ 
sion which declared the pre­ 


sent system of financing to be 
illegal, would put state sup­ 
port of schools on a 50-50 
matching 
basis with local 
schools. The state now con­ 
tributes 35 per cent. 
He said an average school 
district would receive 87 per 
cent more state aid that it 
currently r e c e i v e s . Some 
“ high wealth” districts such 
asi Beverly Hills and San 
Francisco would lose funds. 
But, he said, 95 per cent of 
the 
5.3 
million 
California 
school children would receive 
more aid. 
The Reagan program’s fi­ 
nancing hinged in part on ap­ 


proval of Congress of a feder­ 
al-state sharing bill which 
Reagan said would provide 
$240 million for California. 
If Congress failed to pass 
the bill the funds would be 
made up from state “ surplus 
reserves” resulting from sav­ 
ings in welfare, Medi-Cal and 
increased revenue, he said. 
During the first year of im­ 
plementation starting in July, 
1973, the governor’s program 
would provide $892 million in 
property tax relief. 
Of this, $650 million would 
constitute reductions in prop­ 
erty taxes for schools. The re­ 
maining $242 million would be 


in general property tax relief 
and be achieved by increas­ 
ing 
the 
homeowner’s 
tax 
exemption from $750 to $1,250. 
The proposal will be intro­ 
duced in the Senate by Sen. 
R o b e r t J. 
Lagomarsino, 
R-Ojai. The 
Senate 
killed 
Reagan’s 1970 tax program 
by a single vote. 


6 Weeks To Go 
Reagan, whose plan was 
announced six weeks in ad­ 
vance of the tentative closure 
of the current session, said 
that “ no single issue before 
the legislature deserves a 
higher priority” than tax re­ 
lief. 


Asked why he waited until 
now to submit his plan, Rea­ 
gan replied, “ This was as 
quick as we could come up 
with something.” 
The increase in the motor 
vehicle in-lieu tax would pro­ 
duce $103 million and, for the 
first 
time, 
would 
include 
school districts in a three-way 
split of the revenue with 
cities and counties. 
Renters would receive a $84 
million credit on their income 
taxes while heads of house- 
h ol ds and single persons 
would receive income tax de­ 
ductions of $13 million.

Ronald 
gan’s $1.2 billion property tax relief-school aid package: 


Impact—Reduces the total yearly tax burden for a family of 
four on a $15,000 adjusted gross income by $78. For the same 
family who rents the tax is increased $1. 


Benefits —Provides $650 million in direct reduction in school 
property taxes plus another $210 million in increased aid for 
poor schools. There is another $242 million in general property 
tax relief, $84 million in income tax credit for renters and $13 
million in income tax benefits for single persons. 


Taxes—Increases the sales tax from 5 to 6 cents on the 
dollar; the bank and corporation tax by 1.4 per cent; the 
cigarette tax 5 cent a pack, the liquor tax 50 cents a gallon. 


School features —The state share of local school support is 
increased 10 50 per cent.There will be increased funds for 95 
per cent of California’s school children. The typical school 
district would receive 87 per cent more in state support. But 
school districts could not increase their tax rates for two 
years, and then only by a majority vote of the people.

“ Your 
Child 
and Busing." is a compilation 
of data on busing gathered 
from various private and gov­ 
ernment sources during the 
last several months. 
Mrs. Franklin M. Freeman. 
St. Louis attorney and mem­ 
ber of the commission, 
re­ 
leased the renort at a news 
conference. 
She 
said 
some 
300.000 copies would be dis­ 
tributed. 
"The plain fact is that 0’>r 
present pattern of neighbor­ 
hood 
schools 
means 
seer 
egated schools," the 
report 
said. “ To do nothing would 
condemn 
American children 
to additional generations of 
segregated schooling, 
for it 


will be decades before any 
meaningful changes can be 
made 
in 
the 
al!-to-familiar 
pattern of rigidly segregated 
neighborhoods.” 
In defending the necessity 
of 
busing, 
the 
commission 
said it believed that every 
child deserves a high quality 
education: that the Supreme 
Court has been right in deci­ 
sions handed down on the is­ 
sue: that racial justice and 
racial unity are necessary to 
the nation’s future well-being 
and cannot be achieved when 
children are educated in ra­ 
cial isolation: 
and that the 
c o n t i n u e d acceptance of 
school segregation “ will leave 
to future generations a heri­ 
tage of distrust, cynicism and 
alienation which may prove 
irreversible." 
The report refuted the argu­ 
ment that children have a 
right to attend a “ neighbor­ 
hood" school. 
“ The educational trend in 
recent years has been away 
from the neighborhood school, 


whose 
facilities 
are 
neces­ 
sarily limited by size, toward 
larger schools which can pro­ 
vide better facilities and a 
b r o a d e r curriculum. The 
neighborhood school was not 
sacred in the days of segrega­ 
tion. and there is no reason 
why it should be today,” the 
report said. 
The report said opponents 
of busing insist it endangers 
children by sending them far 
from 
home 
into 
dangerous 
neighborhoods. However, the 
report said, “ if a neighbor­ 
hood in which a school is lo­ 
cated poses a threat to school 
children, the school should be 
closed and the children should 
be sent to another school." 
Figures cited in the repori 
showed that 43.5 per cent of 
the 
nation’s 
students 
are 
bused: “ Most published esti­ 
mates put the number of chil­ 
dren bused for desegregation 
at 2 or 3 per cent. In fact, 
desegregation has reduced the 
amount of busing 
in some 
parts of the country.”

Congress Prober: 
Army Has Trouble Fielding 
A Combat-Ready Division 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Con- 
gressional 
investigators 
re­ 
ported 
Wednesday that 
83 
per cent of the first line tanks 
in 
two 
armored 
divisions 
were unable to perform effec­ 
tively last year, and that 70 
per cent of an infantry divi­ 
sion’s recoilless rifles were 
deficient. 
The findings were contained 
in a report by the General 
Accounting 
Office 
(GAO), 
which concluded that three of 
the four U.S. Army divisions 
it inspected last year suffered 
from 
“ major 
deficiencies’’ 
w h i c h severely restricted 
their combat readiness, said 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis. 
The four divisions inspected 


were the 1st and 2nd Ar­ 
mored, both at Ft. 
Hood, 
Tex.; the 4th Infantry, Ft. 
Carson, Colo., and the 82nd 
Airborne, Ft. Bragg, N.C. 
The only division the GAO 
said it found in satisfactory 
fighting condition was 
the 
82nd Airborne. 
Of the others, Aspin said in 
a prepared 
House speech: 
“ So many tanks, radars and 
rifles are defective, that these 
three divisions are not consid­ 
ered ready for combat. This 
latest GAO report is just one 
more sign that the Pentagon’s 
bureaucracy 
is 
so riddled 
with waste and mismanage­ 
ment that the Army is having 
trouble fielding a fully ready

combat division.’’ 
Among the GAO findings 
made public by Aspin: 
—About 83 per cent of the 
M60 tanks (the Army’s pre­ 
sent main battle tank) avail­ 
able to the 1st and 2nd Ar­ 
mored Divisions contained so 
many deficiencies that they 
were unable to “ perform ef­ 
fectively.” 
—Seventy per cent of the 
4th Infantry Division’s recoil- 
less rifles inspected by the 
GAO were defective. 
-Sixty-six per cent of the 
all tracked vehicles in the 2nd 
A r m o r e d wera considered 
deficient 
The survey, a summary of 
which was released by Aspin, 
was completed in April, 1971, 
and sent to Congress May 8.

had no immediate comment.

Shot to Death 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
S e n a t e Judiciary subcom­ 
mittee has agreed in principle 
to approve long-stalled legis- 
! a t i o n banning snub-nosed 
handguns, but it delayed ac­ 
tion on important details of 
the bill. 
T h e 
development 
came 
Wednesday, two days after 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace was shot in Laurel, Md., 
about 35 miles from the na­ 
tion’s capital. 
The agreement was made 
bv Birch D. Bayh, D-Ind., 
chairman of the juvenile de­ 
linquency subcommittee, and 
Sen. Roman 
R. 
Hruska, 
R-Neb., a member of that 
subcommittee 
and 
ranking 
Republican on the full com­ 
mittee. 
Bayh said he and Hruska 
agreed on a bill that would 
bar further commercial sales 
of handguns which do not 
have a sporting purpose. 
Items still unresolved, how­ 
ever, include minimum stan­ 
dards for exact barrel length, 
weight and caliber. 
Sport handguns used for ei­ 
ther “ plinking” or competi­ 
tion usually have barrels six 
inches or longer to provide an 
aiming and sighting radius. 
They are awkward to conceal 
in a shoulder holster. 
Defense handguns, easily 
concealable, usually have bar­ 
rels from two to four inches 
long. 
Lacking 
much 
sight 


radius, they are difficult to 
aim for accurate target shoot­ 
ing. Millions have been sold 
for home protection, deter­ 
rents which may never be 
fired. 
Bayh said his bill to ban 
cheap, short-barreled “ Satur­ 
day night specials” 
would 
have prohibited the sale of 
the type of gun allegedly used 
to shoot Wallace. 
Kennedy called for imme­ 
diate action on the bills, and 
rejected a theory that in­ 
creased Secret Service protec­ 
tion was an answer to the 
continued threats to political 
candidates. 
The Massachusetts senator, 
not an active candidate for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, nevertheless was 
given Secret Service protec­ 
tion Monday following 
the 
shooting of Wallace. 
“ What sense does It make 
to 
increase 
the protection 
a r o u n d political persona­ 
lities,” Kennedy asked in a 
statement, “ when it is clear 
that even a heavily guarded 
candidate cannot be protected 
from an assailant who is 
single-mindedly intent on car­ 
rying out his mission? 
“ Now is the time to enact a 
federal system of firearms 
control,” he said. “ It cannot 
be said that this serious na­ 
tional issue must be debated 
and studied in order for the 
Senate to act.” 


MILAN, Italy (U PI)—The 
police commissioner of Milan 
was entering his car Wednes 
day when a man fired three 
.38 caliber pistol bullets into 
his back. 
The gunman strolled casual­ 
ly away, stepped into a car 
and was driven away by what 
witnesses 
described 
as 
a 
woman, or possibly a man 
with long dark hair. 
Behind him commissioner 
Luigi Calabresi, 34, lay dying 
in the street, a shooting that 
shocked Italians as much as 
the shooting of Gov. George 
C. Wallace shocked Ameri­ 
cans. 
Authorities ordered a na­ 
tionwide hunt for Calabresi’s 
killer or killers, but officials 
said they had no solid clues. 
There was speculation Cala­ 
bresi possibly died in a rev­ 
enge shooting inspired by the 
1969 death of a suspect in a 
bank bombing in Milan which 
killed 16 persons. 
Calabresi was leading the 
investigation into the bank 
b o m b i n g when a self-de­ 
scribed anarchist, Giuseppe 
Pinelli, died after a fall from 
the fourth floor of the Milan 
police headquarters, 
police headquarers. 
Pinelli’s widow and many 
radicals, anarchists and ex­ 
treme left wingers said Pi­ 
nelli was murdered by Cala­ 
bresi and his men and thrown 
from the window.

Mayor Richard C. Brownell 
has tried to get the city ad­ 
ministration to do something

curve on White Avenue next 
to Ganesha Park. 
“ Hallelujah!” , 
the

exclaimed as the City Council 
Monday authorized the public 
works department to conduct 
a public meeting June 8 on 
the

Freeway to a point north of 
Preciado Street. 
“ I've fought this for so long 
and I’m extremely sensitive 
to it." Brownell remark'd as 
he asked for details on how 
the straightening would be ac­ 
complished. 
“ We have got to do the iob 
well. The Auto Club of South­ 
ern California has told us for 
years it’s a dangerous curve. 
I’m terribly happy about the 
whole project.” 
The council action was ta­ 
ken on the recommendation 
of Public Works Director Ro­ 
nald L. Kranzer, who said: 
Although the realignment of 


White is not in the truest 
sense a realignment or a 
highway relocation requiring 
public hearings, we feel be­ 
cause of the magnitude of the 
project and the effects to the 
park and surrounding neigh­ 
borhood it would be in the 
best interest to have a hear 
ing for interested property 
owners.” 
It is desired that when the 
proposal is presented at the 
meeting, Kranzer continued, 
to “ receive some input from 
the residents in the area in 
order to provide a design and 
the ultimate construction to 
both accommodate the traffic 
elements and be aesthetically 
pleasing and compatible to 
Ganesha Park and adjacent 
residential properties.”

One Man's 'Patriotism' 


Can vvc really be surprised at some of the intellec­ 
tual excesses of student w ar protesters when they 
have such good models among their elders? 
Harvard biochemist and Nobel Prize-winner Dr. 
George Wald was the first guest lecturer at the Cen­ 
ter for Peaceful Change at Kent State University, 
established to m emorialize the May 4, 1970, tragedy. 
“ More and m ore Am ericans are happy when the 
North Vietnam ese and the Viet Cong advance and 
reoccupy their country,” he said. “ Is that unpatriot­ 
ic? No, it’s patriotic. How can Am ericans choose, 
but for independence and freedom ?” 
Now there m ay be good reasons why m any Amer­ 
icans who are not Communists are happy about 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong successes, i£ only 
because they promise an early end to the killing, or 
at least an end to U.S. participation in the killing. 
But let us not confuse a victory in Vietnam for 
Hanoi as a victory for independence and freedom, 
not as these words are understood in a democracy. 
R eallv. all th a t need be said is th a t the kind of 
gathering at which W ald spoke simply would not be 
perm itted in N orth V ietnam .

But 
friends and critics alike agree that it was the genius 
and tough persistence of John Edgar Hoover that, in 
the words of one ot his severest critics, Washington 
columnist Jack Anderson, changed the FBI “ from a 
collection of hacks, misfits and courthouse hangers- 
on into one ot the world’s most effective and form i­ 
dable law eruorcement organizations.” 
Although readily admitting he had often accused 
Hoover in recent years of stepping “ beyond I he 
hounds ol a policeman” in his investigations into the 
private lives of some citizens, Anderson said flatly 
that “Under his reign, not a single FBI man ever 
tried to fix a case, defraud the taxpayers or sell out 
his country.” 
Almost a half century of sendee under eight presi­ 
dents made Hoover one of the m ost adm ired, most 
controversial, most teared and most powerful public 
servants in the nation. His successor will inherit a 
splendid organization, a stupendous record ot ach­ 
ievement to match.

Is Nearing 
Deadline 


HELSINKI - Right (taro 
to the wire the bargaining 
over the terms of a strategic 
arms 
limitation 
agreement 
goes on between the delega­ 
tion of the United States and 
the Soviet Union. Working out 
the final details — crossing 
all the t’s and dotting all the 
i’s — is arduous, exacting 
business with always in the 
background the threat that 
something at the last minute 
may go wrong. 
At this writing, a week ^be­ 
fore President Nixon is due to 
arrive in Moscow hopefully to 
sign a SALT agreement, there 
is not the slightest indication 
that the mining of North Viet­ 
nam harbors and the greatly 
extended bombing has cooled 
the atmosphere at the talks. 
On the contrary, the Soviet 
delegates seem more cordial 
than ever. 
Subject Not Broached 
Nothing would have 
sur­ 
prised the Americans here 
when word first came of what 
the President intended to an­ 
nounce in his televised ad­ 
dress to the nation. If the 
talks had been broken off and 
the work of two and a half 
years gone down the drain or 
at the very least put in cold 
storage, it would have been a 
probable consequence of the 
blockade of Soviet ships sup­ 
plying Hanoi. Thus far in the 
plenary and private sessions 
the 
subject 
has 
not 
been 
brought up. 
The chief Soviet delegate. 
Vladimir Semenov, is his cor­ 
dial, friendly self. A highly 
cultivated man, he has a gen­ 
erous sense of humor. Yet in 
the square set of his face are 
the unmistakable lines of po­ 
wer and authority. It is a ref-‘ 
lection of his position in the 
Kremlin hierarchy and the 
authority that is his to nego­ 
tiate a SALT agreement. 
One of the achievements 
out of this long effort is the 
relationship 
of 
confidence 
built up 
between 
Semenov 
and the head of the American 
delegation, Gerard C. Smith. 
The same goes tor others in 
the American delegation and 
their opposite Russian num- 
b e r s d u r i n g 
the often 
seemingly interminable talks 
covering in minutest detail the 
safeguards of an agreement 
meant to bring a pause in the 
nuclear arms race. 
Builf on Secrecy 
The relationship has been 
built in part on secrecy — the 
confidence on the Soviet side 
that the day-to-day negotia­ 
tions would not be in the pub­ 
lic domain and. therefore, not 
the subject of pulling and 
hauling. Until an agreement 
is put on the table for signing 
and available for all to view, 
it must be closely held within 
the negotiating framework. 
Powerful elementa in the 
military-industrial 
complex 
would like to see the agree­ 
ment frustrated or, 
failing 
that, convince Congress and 
public opinion that tt endan­ 
gers America’s security. Leak­ 
ing the highly classified docu­ 
ments that give exchanges at 
the conference table serves

In an effort to halt the 
North Vietnamese offensive 
long enough to get re-elected. 
President Nixon is giving op­ 
posite assurances to Saigon 
and Hanoi. 
He has sent a secret mes­ 
sage 
to 
President 
Thieu, 
promising powerful U.S. mi­ 
litary blows to help the South 
Vietnamese push back the in­ 
vaders from the north. 
• 
At the same time, Nixon 
h a s 
promised 
the 
North 
Vietnamese that he will with­ 
draw all Americans and stop 
“all acts of force” within four 
months after a cease-tire. 
His objective, apparently, is 
to prevent a South Vietna­ 
mese defeat before the elec­ 
tion. The four-month grace 
period, if he can get the 
North Vietnamese to agree to 
it, should get him safely past 
; election day. 
Thereafter, he is willing to 
let 
the 
Vietnamese 
settle- 
their own affairs. All his se­ 
cret advices warn, however, 
that the settlement can only 
come on the battlefield. 
The North Vietnamese are 
unwilling to give up at a 
truce table what they are con­ 
fident they can win on the 
battlefield. The South Vietna­ 
mese, on the otherhand, are 
unwilling to give up at a 
truce table what they haven’t 
yet lost on the battlefield.

H i s message

promised that American air 
and naval power would des­ 
troy the North Vietnamese 
military machinery 


The secret battle reports, 
however, raise grave doubts 
about South Vietnam’s ability 
to resist. One secret report 
predicts pessimistically that 
the northedn citadel of Hue 
would fall and that the Thieu 
government couldn’t survive 
the consequences. 
The President has been sen­ 
ding signals to Hanoi, there­ 
fore, that the North Vietna­ 
mese might achieve the goal 
less painfully by granting a 
cease-fire and waiting four 
months for the United States 
to pull out of Vietnam grace­ 
fully. The implication is that 
Hanoi would then be free to 
resume the offensive unham­ 
pered by the terrifying U.S.

Oil Windfall 
T h e 
Agency 
for 
Inter­ 
national Development (AID), 
which habitually complains to 
Congress about the low estate 
of 
its 
budget, 
has 
been 
skinned out of millions in 
Vietnam by three oil firms. 
Without a whimper, AID is 
paying inflated prices to Cal- 
tex, Shell and Esso for almost 
$90 million in petroleum pro­ 
ducts. Yet the Defense De­ 
partment. for a change, is 


driving hard bargains. 
Result: AID is paying three 
cents more a gallon than the 
Defense Department at a loss 
to the taxpayers of millions. 
The padded prices would 
have remained the secret of 
the oil companies except for 
penny-pinching Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis. He heard 
about the 
peculiar double- 
dealing in January and asked 
the General Accounting Office 
(GAO) to investigate. 
Now. the GAO boss, Compt­ 
roller General Elmer Staats, 
has admitted his preliminary, 
unpublished findings to Prox­ 
mire. 
• * A 1 D-financed purchases 
were at ‘posted’ prices which 
were two or three cents more 
a gallon than prices paid by 
DOD,” Staats reported. The 
Comptroller General said he’d 
found one $1.2 million con­ 
tract in which AID bought 
low quality gas for more than 
Defense was paying for high 
quality. 
Although there 
were 
un* 
dreds of purchases involved 
in the 1970-72 period under 
study, Staats concentrated on 
four that offered direct com­ 
parison between the AID and 
defense bargainers. 
“We 
estimate 
that 
AID 
would have saved about $250,- 
000 on the procurement of 
these four products if they 
had been made at the same 
prices paid by DOD,” Staats 
told Proxmire in a May 4 let­ 
ter. 
Proxmire’s office has esti­ 
mated that the savings on all

would reach into the millions.

fense was getting a better 
deal from the oil companies.

Within a week, President 
Nixon will be in Moscow talk­ 
ing with the leaders of the 
Soviet Union. It will be the 
most important step he will 
have taken to try to bring 
peace between the communist 
and non-communist world. 
There are more reasons to 
expect an agreement on is­ 
sues that have caused wide­ 
spread concern than to antici­ 
pate 
serious 
confrontations 
with a pessimistic outlook. 
For the simple facts are 
very plain to understand. The 
Soviets have been engaged in 
perhaps the most expensive 
armament buildup—not only 
of ground, air and naval pow­ 
er 
but 
of 
strategic 
wea­ 
pons—that 
the 
world 
has 
seen. The cost has been a 
heavy burden to the Soviet 
Union and has absorbed huge 
sums which could be alterna­ 
tively used to help improve 
the life of the people of the 
country. 
Change Possible 
Tf peace were assured and 
arms expenditures could be 
reduced, 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
could direct a far greater 
amount of money to domestic 
use and to improvement in 
the trade relations of Russia 
and the outside 
world. 
It 
w o u l d 
mean a complete 
change in the Soviet Union. 
The same thing in principle 
applies to the United States. 
It has been carrying on a 
competition in armament with 
the Soviet Union and the cost 
threatens to go even higher. 
Once an agreement is made 
to limit arms and an under­ 
standing is reached that will 
make it 
possible for both 
sides to devote themselves to 
the projects of peace rather 
than war, the spending will 
undergo a momentous shift. 
The Soviets are as familiar 
with what can be accom­ 
plished as are the Americans. 
Conferences 
on 
strategic 
arms limitation* have been 
going on for some time, and 
other subjects have been dis­ 
cussed. But the war in Viet­ 
nam has been an obstacle to 
a friendly intercourse. The 
Russians have been aiding 
the North 
Vietnamese and 
have not been helpful in end­ 
ing 
the 
conflict 
in 
Indo- 
China. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
a 
tre­ 
mendous opportunity to con­ 
vince the Soviet leaders that 
they have as much if not 
more to gain than the United 
States 
by 
terminating 
the 
Vietnam war. This could be 
the beginning of an era of 
peace which would remove 
the fears of nations in Asia 
a n d i n d e e d reduce the 
chances of a third world war 


due to friction in Europe. 
President Nixon unquestion­ 
ably will open up many sub­ 
jects for discussion and will 
try to persuade the top men 
of the Kremlin that there is 
an opportunity for a mutually A 
trustful relationship with the 
United States. This can be - 
demonstrated by the way the 
Vietnam struggle 
is ended 
and trade is expanded be­ 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 
The President has been as- 
sisted by a large staff in pre­ 
paring for his visit to the So­ 
viet capital. He is eager to 
talk things out with the men 
who have a major influence 
today in Eastern Europe as 
well as in many other parts 
of the world. The mission is 
one of peace, but it is also 
one that can turn out to be a 
start of more trade than ever 
b e f o r e between the two 
countries. 
The President undoubtedly 
has the united backing of all 
parties and factions in his ef­ 
forts to make a peace agree­ 
ment with the Soviets which 
could prevent future wars in 
Europe or Asia. He also will 
be supported when it becomes 
known that the Vietnam war 
will soon be settled and an in­ 
ternational 
tribunal 
estab­ 
lished to supervise the neces­ 
sary 
arrangements 
for 
n 
cease-fire and a new govern­ 
ment. 


Double Desire 


Despite a few instances of 
possible 
trouble that 
have 
been mentioned in the press, 
the 
relations 
between

United States and the Soviet 
Union 
are 
in a 
state 
of 
friendliness as President Nix­ 
on 
prepares 
to 
begin 
his 
talks in Moscow. There is a 
desire on both sides to try to 
work out some way to settle 
existing disputes and prevent 
the differences that have been 
the basis of a propaganda 
war from actually damaging 
the spirit of good will which

Proposition 9 Self Defeating 


Berry’s World 


Not only Californians are 
aware of the dangers written 
into the newest nutty Califor 
nia initiative. 
Comes now word from a 
highly placed federal official 
that Proposition No. 9 — the 
“environment 
initiative” 
on 
the June 6 California balloi — 
in “self-defeating from an en­ 
vironmental standpoint ” 
It’s hard to get more defi­ 
nitely deflating than tha.*. 
The word comes from no 
less than John R. Quarles, 
Jr., 
assistant 
administrator 
for enforcement, and general 
counsel of the U.S. Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. 
Quarles made his flat-out 
declaration because of des­ 
tructive No. 9's 5-year ban on 
nuclear power plants to pro 
duce clean electrical power 
and, instead, to force contin­ 
ued reliance on fossil 
fuel 
plants which emit pollutant - 
into the air 


The federal administrator 
made his declaration in res­ 
pond* to twelve questions on 
Proposition No. 9 put by Con­ 
gressman Chet Hollifield (D- 
Montebello), dean of the Cali­ 
fornia congressional delega­ 
tion and one of those leading

A — While no consolation, you are not alone in your plight. 
Hopes for a near-term earnings turnaround at Litton were 
recently dashed when the company reported a loss tor its 
second fiscal 1972 quarter, through January 31, that drastically 
reduced first half earnings to a penny a share. Caused by 
after-tax write-ctfs in the $13.8 million area, the loss resulted 
from a realignment of facilities. It is widely anticipated that 
this diversified concern will have other write-offs in us third 
quarter, which will render 1971-72 profits well below fiscal 
1971’s depressed $1.27 a share. 
In response to this news, Litton shares have plummeted to 
the lowest level in more than 10-years and may likely remain 
there until a turnaround is effected. Over the long haul, how­ 
ever, Litton does have the potential for a worthwhile revival 
as the economy improves. Having only moderate risk at these 
levels, shares may be held for partial recovery.

the artistry of concert pianist 
Jack Crossan, 
formerly of 
Montclair, performing on four 
k e y b o a r d instruments -» 
piano, harpsichord, clavichord 
and celeste. 
The dust jacket calls the 
unique collection an “ antic 
flight of fancy,” and it is 
that, with the young pianist’s 
solid musicianship and inter­ 
pretive talents evident in se­ 
lections ranging from Bach’s 
disciplined Invention in B-Flat 
Major (played on the clavi* i 
chord), to Berlin’s “ Alexan­ 
der's Ragtime Band’’ (jang­ 
ling on the harpsichord), to 
the superb Etude in A Flat 
Major by Chopin, performed 
on the piano. 
Obviously this potpourri will 
not be everyone’s cup of t< a. 
Many music lovers do not dig 
the antique sound of harpsi­ 
chord and clavichord; modern 
music lovers may be bored 
with Chopin 
and 
Debussy; 
traditionalists may object to 
Kern, Rodgers, Gershwin and 
Beiderbecke. 
But 
there 
is 
something for everyone, and 
all pieces are delivered with 
professional polish and skill. 
I found equally appealing 
Bartok’s dark, 
moody “ Al­ 
legro Barbara” that Crossan 
performs on the piano, bring­ 
ing out 
with 
deftness 
the 
subtle 
tones 
and 
intricate 
rhythms; 
and duke 
Elling- 
ton’s modern classic, “ Soph 
isticated Lady,” also on the 
piano, demonstrating the per­ 
former’s feeling for the El­ 
lington mystique. 
F o r Bacharach’s “ Rain­ 
drops Keep Falling on My 
Head" 
and 
Francis 
Lai’s 
theme 
from 
“ Love Story,” 
( ro-san draws together the 
clavichord and celeste and 
plays one with each hand, tne 
former instrument providing 
a -drumming bass, the latter 


a melodious chime. 
Morton Gould’s “ Pavanne” 
does not seem suited for the 
harp iehord, and the Lennon- 
McC irtney ‘‘Ob-La-Di, Ob-La- 
Da,” also on the harpsichord, 
resembles nothing so much as 
a steam calliope. “ Thy Hair 
Is Like Basil Leaf” by Alan 
Hovhaness is an exciting harp­ 
sichord rendition, as is the 
first movement of Mozart’s 
Sonata in C Major, K. 545, on 
the harpsichord. 
My other favorites in this 
unusual collection are Gersh­ 
win’s “ The Man I 1 ove,” De­ 
bussy’s “ Dr. Gradus ad Par- 
nassum ’

Dear Marshall: You don’t 
have to announce a tormal 
diet. Just let people know that 
you’ve fallen into the habit of 
eating

meals a day, and that each 
time you eat just the amount 
you truly want. Then when 
you eat, chew your food until 
you’ve extracted its full flavor 
Don’t just shovel it down the 
throat with nary a toothmark 
in it. 
It’s good psychology to al­ 
ways leave some food on your 
plate and some liquid in your 
glass. That reminds you that 
you could have eaten more if 
you really wanted to, but you 
didn’t want to. Your aim is to 
eat to contentment (i.e., en­ 
ding hunger pangs), rather 
than to dine to fullness. 
Never 
lecture 
others 
on 
t h e i r calorie consumption, 
and if they mention your new 
lean 
frame, 
be off-htanded 
about it. “Yeh, I guess I’m 
shedding a little weight. But 
what’s important is that I’m 
eating to my own timetable 
and degree of hunger, rather 
than to other people’s sched­ 
ules and needs.” — Ele and 
Walt.

My mother, who is 80, has 
very 
dry 
skin. 
For 
five 
months she has been taking 
vitamin 
A and vitamin 
D 
combined in one capsule, but 
since you wrote that these are 
the only two known vitamins 
that can do harm, I am wor­ 
ried about her taking them. 1 
got these from a health food 
store, where I was told they 
were good for dry skin, and 
her skin is better. Would you 
explain what you mean by the 
statement that vitamin A and 
vitamin D might do harm? 


Dear Reader — The 1971 


edition of the American Me­ 
dical Assn. Drug Evaluation 
states unequivocally that 
there is no evidence that tak­ 
ing more than 25,000 inter­ 
national units of vitamin A a 
day will be helpful. Large 
d o s e s in excess of this 
amount taken for long periods 
of time may cause skin and 
bone changes similar to those 
from a lack of vitamin A. 
Severe toxic reaction^ have 
occurred in individuals who 
have taken large amounts of 
vitamin 
A. 
Whole 
fishing 
crews have gotten sick from 
eating fish liver containing 


large amounts of vitamin A. 
Polar bear liver contains too 
much vitamin A. It is poi­ 
sonous to man and can even 
cause death. 


Now, don’t panic about how 
much vitamin A your mother 
is getting. The usual daily 
vitamin tablet that is mar­ 
keted 
contains about 
5,000 
units, which is far below the 
toxic level of vitamin A. The 
problem develops when a de­ 
voted vitamin popper starts 
taking multiple-vitamin 
tab­ 
lets from different sources 
and then drinks milk fortified 
with vitamin A and breakfast 
food fortified with vitamin A 


and finally takes more vita­ 
min 
A than is 
necessary. 
Vitamin A poisoning is rare 
in adults. Infants and children 
are more susceptible to the 
problem, but no one should be 
trying to add vitamin supple­ 
ments to children’s formula 
w i t h o u t consultation with 
their doctor. 


Vitamin D toxicity dissolves 
the bones, causing the cal­ 
cium to increase in the blood 
and causing calcification in 
the soft organs, particularly 
the kidneys. Of course, if you 
are deficient in vitamin D, 
then you can get rickets. The 
1971 edition of the AMA Drug 


F.valuations points out that In­ 
fants and children receiving 
adequate amounts of vitamin 
D in fortified foods do not 
need any vitamin D supple­ 
ments and they can result in 
an overdosage. It is recom­ 
mended that breast-fed 
in­ 
fants or those fed unfortified 
foods should receive 400 units 
daily as a supplement. Of 
course, if the baby has rick­ 
ets, a much larger amount 
will have to be given tempo­ 
rarily. 
Because of the prevalence 
of foods that have been forti­ 
fied with vitamin D and since 


most daily vitamin tablet pre­ 
parations contain about 400 


units of vitamin D, I suspect 
that no more than one of 


these tablets a day should be 
taken.

museums can far outweigh 
some of the disadvantages, 
such as polluted air, high 
noise level, and so on. 


There are some misconcep­ 
tions that overcrowding inva­ 
riably leads to juvenile delin­ 
quency, crime, and mental ill­ 
ness. Studies of the impact of 
crowding on human behavior 
show that when the economic 
l e v e l s of the areas are 
equaled, density has no effect 
on juvenile delinquency. New 
York City, for instance, by 
far the most densely popu­ 
lated 
city 
in 
the 
United 
States, has proportionately lo­ 
wer crime rates than many 
other cities. 
What is important is the 
number in a certain living 
space rather than the number 
of the people on a certain unit 
of land. In other words, if your 
home is not overcrowded, if 
your 
children 
have 
some 
small corner where they can 
go to be alone, if there is ade­ 
quate sleeping space, crowd­ 
ing may have little effect on 
them. 
N a t u r a l l y , compromises 
have to be made in city 
apartments, and the children 
will have to learn to share 
space. Parents should have a 
room of their own and each 
child should have a separate 
s l e e p i n g space. Certainly, 
children of the opposite sex 
should never share a bed 
even if cots or sleeping bags 
must be used. 
Living close to other people 
often gives individuals a spe­ 
cial understanding of their 
fellow man that comes only 
from living in close quarters 
where no one has time to put 
on a party face. Seeing people 
in all their many moods can 
! i n c r e a s e sensitivity and 
awareness of the problems of 
! others. 
Because they learn to be 
alone and to do things in­ 
dependently of others, farm 
children are generally more 
self-reliant than city children 
of middle-class families. If 
you, as a parent, are aware 
of this, you can encourage in­ 
dependent activities for your

bury to become hippies and 
thumb their noses at the “ es­ 
tablishment?’’ 


Scientists four years ago 
wanted to know what the an­ 
swer would be and started 
keeping tabs on 250 young 
drug users. 


The 
researchers 
for 
the 
H a i g h t-Ashbury 
Research 
Project have been able to 
keep in touch with about 80 
per cent of the volunteers 
they have been studying, says 
project director Stephen Pit- 
tel. 


Generally speaking, he said, 
most of them have become 
“ resocialized’’ 
or 
dropped 
back into the society. 


The most nearly resocia­ 
lized 
come 
from 
families 
“ with a more authentic in­ 
volvement in the community" 
than the others, Pittel said. 


He said 70 per cent of these 
have parents who are regular 
church goers, compared with 
15 per cent for those the 
scientists considered the least 
resocialized. 


Fewer drugs are being used 
by the subjects than four 
years ago. The only drug 
showing a significant increase 
is alcohol. 
Pittel said 60 per cent have 
continued to use psychedelic; 
and marijuana but at a con­ 
siderably reduced rate. 
Pittel says the youths have 
become more conventional in 
some way^ but their ideas ha­ 
ven’t changed much. 
“They still think of them­ 
selves as much more hip than 
straight,” he said, “ but they’ve 
found it too much of a hassle 
to remain dropouts.’’

That the women's liberation 
movement may change this 
picture is one hope of some 
women and men participating 
in the survey.

—A substantial number of 
women confessed they have 
used sex to bind men into 
relationships.

than 
one-fourth have done so at 
least once and 12 per cent do 
so regularly. 
—About eight in 10 women, 
though, have felt used sexual­ 
ly: almost one in five said 
this is frequently true. More 
than two-thirds said they have 
faked orgasm. 
Among women active in the 
movement, editor Tavris ob­ 
served that "the sexual iw ie 
is political. The more they 
feel sexually used, the more 
they favor the movement and 
its proposals." 
Concerning manipulation of 
the other sex, one 
woman 
wrote in: 
"If men learn that women 
are superior we’ll be stuck 
with a lot of sniveling little 
boys clinging to our skirts. 
It’s better to let them think 
they’re king of the castle, 
lean and depend on them, and 
continue to control and m a­ 
nipulate them as we always 
have.” 
And that. ladies and gentle­ 
men, seems to answer the 
question at the start of this

to believing that they're the 
boss) women will continue to 
control things.

Not lung ago I sat in on an 
entertaining and informative 
demonstration of flambe cook­ 
ing with the use of cordials. 
It was not only spectacular 
but everything was delicious. 
You can use a regular chaf­ 
ing dish, perhaps a fondue pot 
on high heat, surely the bla­ 
zer pan of the 5-piece electric 
appliance I told you about 
several months ago. I see no 
reason why you couldn’t use a 
wok pan right on the kitchen 
range, since much of this is 
•»n the techique of stir-dry 
cooking, or you can do this 
very quickly right at the 
table. It takes just a few min­ 
utes. 
One of the dishes was “ Chick­ 
en with Artichokes.” Cut 2 
whole skinned and boned chick- 
ken breasts into bite - size 
pieces. Saute in 3 tablespoons 
c l a r i f i e d butter with 1 
crushed and chopped garlic 
bud. Keep stir frying with a 
busy fork. Then add a 6-ounce 
can of artichoke hearts, sea­ 
son with salt and pepper, fi­ 
nally add 1 thinly sliced lem­ 
on, rind and all. The dra­ 
matic part comes when you 
pour at 
least 
V/2 ounces 
warmed Orange Curacao over 
all. Flame with a candle, nev­ 
er a match. 
The secret in getting any li- 
quer to flambe is the warm­ 
ing in a separate pan without 
getting it so hot the alcohol 
evaporates too fast. May I 
remind you, once more, that 
heat destroys alcohol? Only 
t h e 
flavor 
remains. 
My 
grandfather, 
a 
Methodist 
preacher who started with the 
Salvation Army in London, 
was a stem teetotaler, but 
brandy was allowed in the 
house at Christmas for the 
plum pudding, which always 
arrived at the table in the 
glory of holly-wreathed blue 
flame. 
Another delicious dish is 
“ Apricot Shrimp." Saute 1 
pound of cooked and deveined 
shrimp and 1 crushed garlic 
clove in 3 tablespoons clari­ 
fied butter. Then add 1 table­ 
spoon chopped scallions, salt 
and pepper,

small can 
drained button mushrooms, at 
the very last Vi pound fresh 
snow peas. Flambe with 1*4 
ounces or a bit more apricot 
brandy. To make clarified 
butter, heat just to the high 
melting 
stage. 
Take 
from 
heat, let stand a few minutes 
till milk solids settle to the 
bottom. Skim the butterfat 
from the top, reserve in a 
small jar. 
An easy finale to any din­ 
ner is a “ liquid dessert.” 
Blenderize 4 ounces creme de 
menthe (or any favorite cor­ 
dial) with 1 quart vanilla ice 
cream. Serve in champagne 
glasses or any stemmed gob­ 
let.

Cal Poly’s Dave Gilliard may talk himself to Munich. 
The star of the Broncos’ track and field team isn’t shy. He 
is part of the new breed of athletes who aren’t afraid to talk 
about their accomplishments. 
Muhammad Ali has done well with the same approach. 
Gilliard is also ihe bronco who is making the headlines. 
While Poly is expected about its role as the favorite to win the 
California Collegiate Athletic Association (CCAA) track cham­ 
pionship Saturday ntght at UC Riverside, it’s only another step 
for Gilliard. 
Unless he gets lost on his way to UCR, Gilliard should have 
no problems winning the 100 and 220 championships for the 
Broncs. He is more interested in what he can do to make the 
U.S. Olympic team in Munich. 
Gilliard. who made the headlines last week for tying the 100- 
meter record at the West Coast Relays in Fresno with a time 
of 10.2. 
His top marks in the 100 and 220 of 9.4 and 20.9 this season 
are school records and coach Ron Allice is sure his prize 
athlete can do better. 
Consistent 
“ David Gilliard has a good chance to make the Olympic 
team because he is consistent,” Allice said, “ and that’s very 
important for a sprinter and a big advantage tor him. He isn’t 
running up to his maximum potential yet.” 
Gilliard, who has been a visitor at the Southern California 
Track & Field Writers Association luncheon, has the ability to 
make the news. 
For instance, Gilliard said Monday he wants a chance to 
race UCLA’s Warren Edmonson. “ I guess the only way I can 
beat Edmonson is to get into a race with him. Then we’d see,” 
he told the scribes. 
Gilliard will probably get his chance at the NCAA University 
Division finals at Eugene, Ore. a week after he competes in 
the NCAA College Division meet at Ashland, Ohio. 
Allice, who isn’t exactly bashful, likes the way Gilliard in­ 
serts himself. 
“ First of all, David has a lot of self-confidence,” Allice said, 
“ and the media likes someboy who is flashy. People resent 
somebody who does a lot of talking but can’t back it up. Well, 
David can back it up. 1 feel people respect an athlete with a 
lot of self-confidence.” 
Gilliard, a product of Los Angeles Dorsey High, came to 
Poly from East Los Angeles JC as one of Allice’s prize re­ 
cruits when the coach took the job of building the Broncs into 
a track power. 
Poly, undefeated in dual meet competition, is the choice in 
the CCAA finals. A title would be the school’s first in any 
sport in its four years as a conference member. 
Up This Week 
T don’t really feel our team has been up for any one meet 
this year but it looks like we'll be up for this one,” Allice said. 
“ We really haven’t pur it together yet,” he continued. “ If we 
do put it together this weekend, we’ll blow our opponents off 
the track. It we don’t, we’ll be in deep trouble. There are a lot 
of good people in this conference.” 
Winning Poly’s first CCAA championship means a lot to Al- 
hce. “ It would be great to be a part of the school’s history and 
our team enjoys having the opportunity to have it.” 
Atter the CCAA meet, Poly will take aim at the NCAA Col­ 
lege Division title in Ohio. Usually, the CCAA champion does 
well in the nationals but Allice isn’t looking ahead. 
“ We’re not worrying about the NCAA yet,” AUice says. But 
he is looking ahead to it. 
“ It’s tough to say how we could do,” Allice explained, 
“ There’s no way to know what other teams in the nation have. 
Also, most of the Eastern schools have been hampered by 
weather.

6-2-3 innings. He w'ound up beating them 3-2 on three hits and 
then shut them out on two hits six days later. 
The player strike delayed this year’s start but when the 
Cubs finally did open, blond, curly haired Burt Hooton saw to it 
they did it in style when he hurled a no-hitter against the Phila­ 
delphia Phillies on April 15. Hooton has added a pair of vic­ 
tories since. 
“ He didn’t show much emotion over his«no-hitter." says Er­ 
nie Banks, who has seen a few in his 18 years with the Cubs, 
“ i think that’s because he’s an Aquarian. That means he’s 
very calm and confident of his ability. He doesn’t fight him­ 
self.*’ 
Ernie Banks also is an Aquarian, and he says astrology 
helps him “ get a line on people.” Steve Hamilton, the Cubs’ 
reliever, doesn’t go in much for astrology but he thinks the 
same way as Banks does when it comes to Hooton. 
“ He’« wise beyond his years,” Hamilton says of the Missis­ 
sippi-born rookie, “ Very unaffected.

Burt Hooton certainly doesn’t come on like any rookie with 
less than 90 days in the majors. He seems to have that protes- 
sional venter about him already and generally that doesn’t 
come until at leas* a couple of years. 
Gene Bearden, who used to throw one ot these knuckle curves, 
too, has only one piece of advice (or young Burt Hooton.

Top Rookie 


At Indy 500 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
Indiana 
(U P I) —Three years ago they 
told Sam Posey to go home 
b e c a u s e he didn’t have 
enough experience to compete 
in the Indianapolis “ 500” auto 
race; 
Last Sunday he became the 
fastest rookie qualifier in the 
history of the famed Speed 
way classic, at an average 
speed of 184.379 miles per 
hour, nearly six miles faster 
than last year’s record. Re 
laxing 
in 
Gasoline 
Alley, 
which is part of the ancient 
racing layout, sandy haired 
Sam, who also is a talented 
artist, chuckled in recalling 
his experiences here. He has 
crashed trying to qualify and 
his ear has been “ bumped” 
by a faster machine. That 
happened last year. 
N o t 
this 
time 
around, 
though. Of the dozen quali­ 
fiers Sunday, he was the fifth 
fastest—“ a very pleasant sur­ 
prise,” he said. 
Posey, a native New Yor­ 
ker who will be 28 the day 
before the May 27 race, fig­ 
ures after three years of set­ 
backs, he is about due to
